'  composedof  four  Arts  Colleges,  Besides  Trinity  Collese, 
these  are  Unixcrsity  College.  \'ictoria  College,  and  St, 
.Michaels  College, 

There  are  also  in  the  University  twoThcological  Colleges 
which  are  not  also  .Arts  Colleges,  namelv,  Knox  College  aTid 
Wyclifle  College. 

"Trinity"  and  "\ictoria  '  are  each  of  them  both  Theo- 
logical and  Arts  Colleges.  Therefore.  Students  of  cither  of 
these  Colleges  can  proceed  therein  lo  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  or  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  or  to  both  of  these  de- 
grees, without  needing  to  cm  oil  in  any  other  College. 

No  undergraduate  can  proceed  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  in  the  University  of  Toronto  without  enrolling  in 
one  of  the  four  .Arts  Colleges.  Trinity.  Victoria.  St.  Michael's, 
or  University  College. 

Besides  enrolment  in  one  of  these  Colleges,  registration 
in  the  University  is  necessary,  f'or  the  former,  application 
should  he  made  to  the  College  selected,  and  for  the  latter  to 
the  University  Registrar. 

Besides  the  I'aculty  of  .Arts 
there  are  in  the  Unixcrsity 
of  Toronto.  Faculties  of  Medi- 
cine. Applied  Science 
andllnginecring.  Law . 
Education.  Music. 
Agriculture.  Forestry. 
Dentistry,  and  Phar- 
macy. 

There  is  no  I-'aculty 
of  Dixinitv  or 
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Theology  in  the  University  of  Toronto  itself,  but  ciich  of 
the  two  federated  Universities  of  Trinity  Collc^eand  Victoria 
College  maintains  a  l-aculty  of  Divinity  and  confers  the 
degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  and  Doctor  of  Divinity. 


Trinity  College.

The  names  of  all  candidates  are  placed  on  the  waiting  list 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received  and  accepted  and 
after  the  results  of  the  Matriculation  examination  are 
announced  towards  the  end  of  August,  rooms  are  assigned  in 
that  order  to  successful  candidates. 

Names  may  be  w ithdrawn  at  anv  time  up  to  the  first 
day  of  September  by  simply  notifying  the  College  in  writing 
of  such  withdrawal.  Therefore  "those  who  are  uncertain 
about  their  plans  may  find  it  to  their  advantage  to  enroll 
their  names  early  in  the  year.  e\en  if  they  should  find  it 
necessary  to  withdraw  them  later  on;  otherwise  they  might 
be  unable  to  obtain  accomodation  w  hen  needed. 

Scholarships. 

"T'RINITY  College  offers  a  number  of  \-ery  valuable 
Scholarships  and  Bursaries,  about  which  full  informa- 
tion will  be  given  on  request.  The  Scholarships  offered  by 
the  University  of  Toronto  also  are  tenable  in  Trinity  College, 
in  addition  to  those  offered  hy  the  College  itself.  Successful 
candidates  may  hold  two  Scholarships,  namely  one  Collce 
and  one  University  Scholarship.  In  certain  rare  cases,  as 
many  as  three  Scholarships  may  be  held  by  the  fortunate 
winner  of  them.

The  fees  for  Residence  lor  men  Stiklents  vary  according 
to  the  accomodation  selecte^l,  the  rental  of  roo  ns  ran<;infl 
Irom  alxiLit  .^zo.  a  \'car  for  a  small  5in;^le  room,  to  some- 
thin<;  o\er  .S5  ^.  (or  a  study  with  connecting  bedroom.  These 
larger  n»m5  may  be share^l  by  tuo students,  if  elesired.  The 
charge  for  heating  is  a  separate  item,  as  is  also  that  for 
extra  gas.  The  board  fec^  for  the  year  are  $  1 40.  or  allow  ing 
for  discount  .Slid.  net.  l-or  the  [divinity  year  the  fees  are 
less,  as  the  yeai'  is  shorter.  Full  particulars  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Pro\ost.

list.  Miss  Macgregor.  who  was  a  former  head  girl  of  the 
Bishop  Strachan  School,  stan.ls  fust  in  lust  class  honours  in 
English  and  History  w  ith  the  N  loderns  option,  and  w  ins  the 
College  pri:c  in  that  subject.  Mr.  J.  Bertram  flollip.  M.A,, 
has  passed  his  examinations  and  completed  his ']  hesis  for 
the  degree  of  l>h.D.  The  degree  of  N  l.,\.  has  been  Aon  by 
Miss  F.  H.  Cook.  14.  and  by  .Mr.  A.  K.  Gnllin.  '14,  who 
has  been  awarded  the  Rhodes  Scholaiship,  Mr.  G.  M. 
.Matheson,  B  A.,  has  passed  his  first  year  s  examinations  in

very  largely  to  the  careful  individual  attention  w  hich  Trinity 
College  always  seeks  to  give  its  Students,  and  also  to  the 
comparatively  small  classes  which  make  this  individual 
w  ork  possible.  The  Rhodes  Scholarship,  w  hich  finds  a  place 
in  the  above  list,  is  one  of  the  most  coveted  honours  which 
the  University  has  to  bestow,  and  quite  the  most  valuable, 
bringing  to  the  successful 
cantlidate  the  sum  of  over 
$4000.  to  enable  him  to 
pursue  a  course  or  study  in 
the  L'niversityof  O.xfori' 
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The  Ministry  ol  the  Church. 

'T'HE  prfeding  pages  arc  devoted  mainly  to  the  Faculty 
'  of  Arts.  We  pass  on  now  to  speak  of  the  Faculty  of 
Divinity  and  the  courses  of  study  open  to  those  who  wish 
to  prepare  themselves  for  the  Nlinistry  of  the  Church  of 
England. 

Trin   y  CoUeKC  offers  to  candidates  for  ordination  to 
the  Ministry  of  the  Church  a  selection  of  courses  so  wide 
and  varied  that  one  or   other  of  them   will   be   found   to 
meet  the  iice.  Is  of  every  kind  of  case  and  of  all  circumstances. 
The  L.Th.  Course,  w  hich  is  open  to  Students  who  have 
not  passed  the  Arts  Matriculation  examination,  covers  four 
years  and  leads  to  the  College  dcsree  of  Licen- 
tiate in  Theology  and  to  Letters  Testimonial  for 
Holy  Orders.     The  first  two  years  arc  devoted 
mainly  to  preparatory  work  and  to  certain  sub- 
jects of  the  Arts  course,  and  the  last  two  years 
to    Divinity 
suhjectscvclus- 
ively.     In  this 
course  elemen- 
tary Latin  and 
C~j  r  e  e  k     are 
taught  when 
needed.    He- 
brew is  an  op- 
tional subject. 
A  more  com- 
plete  course, 
which   is  open 
to  Matriculat- 
ed Students, 
leads  first  to 
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tt:e  degree  of  Bachelor  (,.  Arts  and  afterwards  to  the 
Divinity  Testamur  of  Trinity  College  and  to  Letters  Testi- 
monial for  Holy  Orders.  This  double  course,  which  rei.|Uires 
eitfii.  \c  or  six  years  according  to  circumstances.  pro\  ides 
an  excellent  and  thorough  training,  and  is  hcjrtily  recom- 
mended as  a  very  complete  preparation  for  ordination. 

An  extra  year  added  to  the  foregoing  course  leads  to 
the  degree  of  liachelor  of  Di\inity.  This  combination, 
which  gives  the  Student  the  degrees  of  B..\.  and  l>  O.,  is 
specially  recommended  to  those  \iho  can  allord  the  neces- 
sary time. 

Yet  another  course,  which  leads  to  the  BD.  without 
the  U.;\.  degree,  consists  of  two  years  of  .Arts  followed  at 
once  by  two  years  of  Divinity,  and  later  hy  the  final  U.D. 
examination,  which  may  he  taken  after  ordination. 

Outside  of  these  se\  eral  decree  courses,  special  courses 
of  two  or  three  years  may  he  arranged  to  suit  special 
circumstances,  upon  request  of  a  Hishop  who  has  accepted 
the  candidate  for  ordination  or  in  whose  Diocese  the  can- 
didate, if  already  ordained,  is  working. 

The  foregoing  enumeration  is  intended  merely  to  indi- 
cate as  briefly  as  possih'  the  variety  of  courses  offered  to 
Students  in  Dis  inity.  For  fuller  particulars  anyone  who  is 
interested  should  write  to  '■  1  he  I'rovost.  Trinity  Oillcge.

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Description  of  BuMings 

CACING  the  South  the  maiii  building  of  St.  Hilda's 
College  is  bright,  well  ventilated,  and  full  of  sunshine. 
The  Verandahs  provide  pleasant  comers  for  use  in  the 
Summer  evenings  and  Autumn  afternoons.  The  internal 
arrangements  of  the  he  use  are  most  comfortable  and  include 
steam  heating,  electric  lighting,  and  all  modem  conven- 
iences. On  the  ground  floor,  besides  the  Principal's 
quarters,  are  the  drawing-room,  the  common-room  where 
all  the  Students  meet  togethei  for  social  intercourse  and 
where  they  may  receive  their  fri.-nds.  the  dining-room,  and 
the  library.  These  rooms  are  aii  provided  with  open  fire- 
places, and  afford  ample  space  for  large  gatherings,  several 
of  the  rooms  being  connected  with  one  another  by  larg 
folding  doors. 

The  first  and  se,::ond  floors  are  given 
up  entirely  to  the  Students'  private  rooms. 
Open  fire-places  add  to  the  cheerfulness  of 
some  of  these  rooms,  and  all  of  them  pre- 
se;it  a  home-like  appearance,  besides  being 
suggestive  of  the  distinctive  quality,  always 
so  attractive,  of  a  College. 

St.  Hilda's  Lodge  adjoins  the  main 
building  on  the  East,  while  close 
by  on  the  other  side  is  an  over- 
flow house  known  as  the  Annex. 
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The  Chapel 

THE  main  building  contains  a  small  Chapel  where 
the  residents  meet  daily  for  morning  and  eveninj; 
prayers.  For  the  Sunday  morning  Services,  however,  the 
Sudents  of  St.  Hildas  attend  the  Chapel  of  Trinity 
College,  so  that  the  whole  College,  including  both  sexes, 
may  meet  together  for  public  worship  on  the  Lord's  Day. 


The  Principal  and  her  Colleagues 

THE  Principal  of  St.  Hilda's  College.  Miss  Cartwright. 
B.A.,  whose  narre  and  work  are  known  throughout  the 
Clominion.  is  ably  assisted  in  the  adminstration  of  the 
College  by  Miss  Strachan.  viho  is  in  charge  of  St.  Hilda's 
Lodge,  and  by  Miss  C.  Kammerer.  M.A..  who  takes  charge 
of  the  Annex  when  necessary.  These  ladies,  either  person- 
ally, or  by  their  deputies,  also  act  as  chaperons  when  the 
Students  attend  concerts  in  the  city,  or  social  events  in 
Trinity  College  or  <;lsewhere.  In  other  respects,  the  under- 
graiuates.  beina  no  longer  school  girls  but  responsible 
young  women,  regulate  their  own  time  and  engagements  to 
suit  themselves,  having  due  regard  to  the  general  discipline 
of  the  house  and  to  the  friendly  guidance  and  advice  of  the 
Principal  and  her  colleagues. 
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Games  and  Exercise 

IT  is  the  policy  of  the  Management  to  encourage  physical 
exercise  as  a  means  both  of  supplying  the  most  healthy 
form  of  recreation   and  of  developing  the  corporate  life  of 
the  College. 

Tennis,  hockey,  and  basket-ball,  are  indulged  in  to  t 
considerable  e.\tcnt  and  are  not  found  to  interfere  in  anv 
way  with  the  proper  business  of  the  College  life 


Literary  Society  and  Clubs 

"THE  Students  have  formed  among  themselves  various 
Societies  of  the  kind  usually  deemed  to  be  of  ad\antage 
as  adjuncts  to  a  College  course.  Occupying  a  leading 
position  among  these  is  the  Literary  Society,  in  connection 
with  which  debates  are  held,  readings  given,  and  essays 
read. 

The  debates  are  a  most  important  feature, 
as  the  College  discussions  form  a  sort  of  pre- 
paration for  the  Inter-Collegiate  meetings,  at 
which  champions  chosen  from   the  dif- 
ferent Colleges   in   the  debating  union 
meet  in  friendly  contest. 

St,  Hilda's  has  proved  itself  well  able 
to  hold  its  own  these  discussions  and  to 
carry  off  a  generous  share  of  the  honours. 
The  same  is  trve  of  hockey,  tennis  and 
basket-ball,  in  all  of  which  the  success 
of  St,  Hildians  is  conspicious.

The  Alumnae  Association 

COME  years  ago  the  graduates  of  St.  Hilda's  formed 
themselves  into  an  Alumnae  Association,  which  holds 
an  annual  meeting  in  the  College  and  contributes  in  many 
ways  to  its  well-being.  The  intense  loyalty  and  enthusiasm 
of  the  Alumnae  afford  the  best  possible  proof  of  their  sense 
of  the  benefits  they  have  received  from  the  College.  This 
Association  takes  part  also  from  time  to  time  in  'he  general 
meetings  of  the  Alumnae  of  the  University  of  Toronto  in 
the  membership  of  which  other  Colleges  besides  St.  Hilda's 
are  included. 

Length  of  the  Course 

■yHE  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  are  ordinarily  four  years  in  length 
but  those  who  enter  with  senior  matriculation  standing  and 
take  the  General  Course  may  shorten  -he  period  to  three 
years  It  is  generally  recognized,  however,  that  the  entire 
period  of  four  years  is  none  too  long  for  deriving  the  full 
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b.nilits  to  be  gained  from  the  system.  The  Academic  "lear 
liesins  in  the  last  week  of  September,  and  ends  about  the 
third  week  of  May,  with  a  short  vacation  at  C:hristmas  and 
a  few  days  at  I'astcr.  The  academic  year  is  di\ i^lcd  into 
two  terms,  the  .Michaelmas  term  whicli  ends  at  Christmas, 
an^l  the  liaster  term  cmcrinK  the  rest  of  the  year,  [-or 
details  of  the  courses  of  stuilv.  reference  shouLI  be  made  to 
the  f'aleni.lar  in  .Arts  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  copies 
of  which  will  be  sent  on  rec|Uest. 


Fees  for  Board  and  Lodging

In  addition  to  the  annual  fees,  every  resident  Student 
of  St.  Hilda's  pays  an  entrance  fee  of  $12  in  the  first  year, 
to  cover  expenses  of  bedding  and  furniture. 

All  these  fees,  except  the  University  examination  and 
Library  fees,  arc  payable  to  the  Bursar  of  St.  Hildas  College. 


There  arc  also  several  Stutlcnt  OrKaniiutinns.  the  Ices 
of  which  are  fur  the  eon\enience  of  the  Student',  iisualls- 
pak\  to  the  Collef^e  liursar.  tliese  amnuntin^  in  tlie  total  to 
less  than  .*5.oo  a  year.
